George gave the terms upon which 
the British government will give 
Egypt the opportunity of working 
out her own salvation. 
Mr. Lloyd George said it was for 
the Egyptian government to pas® 
the necessary legislation in the way, 
of which “we undertake to place no 
obstacles, provided the final clause 
of the government’s declaration is 
duly observed. 
The final clause defines the speo 
ial relation between the British and 
Egyptian governments, and declares 
foreign matters are reserved to the 
discretion of 
the 
British 
govern­ 
ment: 
“First, Security of the communa 
cations of the British Empire In 
Egypt. 
Second, Defense of Egypt against 
all foreign aggression, or interfer­ 
ence, direct, or indirect. 
Third. 
Protection of the foreign 
interests of Egypt and protection 
of minorities. 
Fourth, We are prepared to make 
an agreement with the Egyptian 
government in a spirit of mutual 
accomodation whenever a favorable 
opportunity arises for the conclusion 
of such an agreement, but until such 
an agreement satisfactory to our­ 
selves and the Egyptian government 
has been concluded the status quo 
will remain intact.

The latter may be serious, 
but they are certainly not unsolvable, and 
the achievements of the Germans with their 
zeppelins reveal as utter folly the sugges­ 
tion that we abandon the dirigible types al­ 
together. To do that might well be to place 
this country in a position of hopeless infer­ 
iority both in regard to national 
defense 
and in regard to the use of aerial trans­ 
portation in commerce.

OUR SUBMARINE “ASSETS.” 
Hector C. Bywater is 
an 
Englishman 
whose writings on naval 
topics 
have re­ 
cently attracted much attention. 
He be­ 
lieves that this country made a great mis­ 
take when it did not join with Great Brit­ 
ain in pressing for the complete abandon- 
men of the submarine and in an article in 
the current Atlantic Monthly he gives some 
impressive facts in support of this view. 
Says he: 
“The big submarine 
cruiser will 
have a longer reach than any other 
species of war vessel. 
It would, for 
example, be perfectly feasible for a 
boat of this type to leave its base in 
Japan, cross the Pacific ocean, and 
remain off the American coast for a 
month or more, doing all the damage 
that it could— sinking ships, 
laying 
mines offharbor mouths, 
and 
even 
bombarding 
coastal 
towns 
within 
range of its guns. 
No other type of 
.warship now extant would be capable 
of emulating this performance. 
The 
submarine cruiser alone could carry 
the torch of war to the western sea­ 
board of the United States across 
4,000 miles t)f ocean; and it is no se­ 
cret that underwater vessels surpas­ 
sing in size the largest that Germany 
built are now 
under construction in 
Japanese dockyards.” 
Mr. By water's testimony is not needed to 
show that the retention of the submarine is 
a positive disadvantage, instead of an ad­ 
vantage, to the United States; and it is im­ 
possible to believe that in failing to back 
the British effort for abolition of the sub­ 
marine the administration was influenced 
by the superficial argument that retention 
of the underwater boat was essential to this 
country’s vital interests.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 28.—Mis­ 
souri’s constitutional convention will 
bo held some time early in May, if 
the opinions of the members of the 
convention are followed by Governor 
Hyde in selecting

all of the delegates to the convention 
and has received answers from more 
than seventy of
